It was ſald to be made by Captain Matt he 
Smith, Who was once of the Inner Temple, 
Comptroller ofthat Society, and afterwards 
Captain of an Independant Company at 
Windſor, where he commanded it when the 
Prince of Orange came thither in his March 
to London.
